Gov. Ritchie of Maryland in his Jackson day 
speéch in Chicago gave the northern metropolitan 
Democracy a new sight of the issue it would like 
to raise.

POISONED AIR. 

Health Commissioner Herman N. Bundesen 
called in fifty violators of the smoke ordinance and 
warned them that a continued disregard for the 
law would mean prosecution by the city. We thirik 
Dr. Bundesen was too lenient. The smoke fivisance 
passed beyond the friendly warning stage long ago; 
it is tirse for the prosecution to begin. 

The evil of smoke has been attacked, from many 
angles. One, however, has been rather neglecte?. 
and that is the effect of smoke, soot, and air-borne 
foreign matter on health. 
Chicago is a h@althy city, as cities go, but it will 
never be as healthful a place to live in as it can be 
until the smoke which blankets it, chokes it, ard 
shuts off the sun from it has been banished. 
Scientists are just beginning to inquire more 
deeply into the effect of smoke on health. America 
is far behind England as far as investigations gu 
in this field of research. But certain fundamental 
facts are already well established. 

It has been pretty well proved that smoke, soot, 
and dust promote the incidence ofthe acute re- 
spiratory diseases—pneumonia in its various forms. 
acute bronchitis, and influenza. These diseases | 
cause more deaths than all the other infectious 
diseases, the venereal disease group excepted, com. 


ous for its smoke, leads Chicago, New York, anid 
Philadelphia in the respiratory disease rate. 

From the standpoint of health one of the most 
im t components of sunlight is the band of 


These, promoting chemical reaction within the 
bldod corpuscle, influence the physiological proc- 
esses by which food, water, and air nourish ang 
build up the body. 

Smoke, lying! in-a dense blanket as it doin over 
Chicago, cuts. off these ultra-violet rays. ‘The vre- 
sult on the city dweller is an increased tendency 
toward rickets and anemia, and the serious diseases 
that are likely to attack in their wake. ; 
Beyond these specific effects is the general effect 
of dark sunless days. -The lack of sunlight hinder 
the evaporation of moisture and makes for coldness 
and humidity. Soot clogs the leaf pores of the 
vegetation; trees and plants exist with difficulty. 
The people of a smoky city are driven more and 
more indoors by the unpleasantness of the climate | 
and so miss the health that is to be had only 
through outdoor exercise. 

Statistics cannot demonstrate it, but it is certain 
that the dweller in the smoke and murk cannot 
be mentally as healthy as he would be were he 
getting his share of sunlight. Gloomy weather 
breeds gloomy dispositions. 

Chicago does pretty well as it is. There are not 
many Chicagoans who would change their Jot for 
the lot of a country dweller; there are too many 
advantages in living in‘Chicago. One thing, though, 
the country dweller does have, and that is sunlight. 
There is no reason, if Dr. Bundesen, backed up by 
all other officials, will continue to enforce the anti 
smoke laws, why Chicago should not have sunlight, 
too, and so become still more healthful, still 


happier.

It is 
this and nothing else that is bringing all 
of the farmer boys to town to share in 
the fun. Merely giving tie farmer a 
little more money will not affect the 
situation at all.

“The proposed world court is but 
an empty gesture and will constitute 
but a mirage in the matter of bringing 
peace on earth.” 

With this sentence in 2 sermon on 
the/subject yesterday, Dr. G. C, Whim- 
sett, pastor of the South Chicago Pres- 
byterian church, put himself squarely 
in opposition to the world court and 
the league of nations as means for pro- 
ducing what, he said, “every one in 
the church and every good citizen 
wants to bring about—namely: the 
abolition of war and the bringing in 
the brotherhood of man.” 

“I think,’’ said Dr. Whimsett, “ that 
the entrance of the United States into 
either the world court or the league 
of nations at this time would be akin 
to the condition proclaimed by the 
false prophets of the Old Testament 
days of whom it was said they cried, 
“Peace! Peace! When there is no 
peace.”’

Cooking by Ear. 


A long time friend and disciple of 
this column has particularly liked the 
constant advocacy of gentle, instead of 
violent or “ brutal,” cooking that has 
gone on here, and has been particu- 
larly pleased with the idea that we 
may listen to advantage to what is 
going on in oven or in pot on many 
occasions. And she tells an interest- 
ing story of how, on a certain occasion 
recently, she taught her hostess how 
to “cook by ear.” 


Of course, the first thing she did 
was to lower the flame under some 
thing that may have been almost de- 
manding that it receive the right sort 
of attention, or it was actually yelling 
instead of gently humming its theme 

Beginning with frying pan cooking 
and going on to oven roasting and the 
baking of breads and cakes, there is 
an opportunity to cook by ear. For 
instance, when we are going t. put a 
chop to cook in the frying pan, we 
want to have that pan hot enough so 
there will be a hissing sound when the 
meat is put in. This heat quickly 
sears the chop, and its juices cannot 
then be leeched out of it, on the pan 
side.
